ORGANIZED COMPETITION. 


New and Surprising Factor Introduced 


in Orange Selling Business at 


Los Angeles . 


The Los Angeles Times of yester- 


day morning makes the surprising an- 
nouncement 
that 
the 
independent 


packing 
and 
shipping concerns of 


Southern California have practically 
completed a consolidation of interests. 
Firms that are now operating in Co- 
vina are connected with this supposed 
amalgamation. The article says: 


The 
organization of 
the 
Pacific 


Coast Fruit Auction Company for the 
purpose of selling oranges and lem- 
ons in Los Angeles on the block was 
effected yesterday and within a few 
days a charter will be applied for. 


This is one of the most sta-tling an- 


nouncements that has perturbed the 
orange growers for a long time. 
If 


successful it would radically change 
the 
mammoth 
selling 
organisation 


that has been built up by the South- 
ern California Fruit Exchange. 
If it 


fails it promises to have a disturbing 
influence during its period of exist- 
ence. 


The men behind the movement us- 


Bert thit whatever may happen or- 
anges will be sold in Los Angeles to 
the highest bidder at some date in the 
near future. 
The establishing of a 


quotation on oranges as. sold, at auc- 
tion In this city, means the entrance 
of a new factor in the general citrus 
market,; although the auction sa!es 
might represent but a small part of 
the business. The publication through- 
out the East of auction prices might 
go so far as to affect all orange prices, 
even though the auction should be 
comparatively insignificant. 


Nearly ninety per cent of the citrus 


fruits of California is now handled 
through exchanges. The men who are 
supporting the auction believe that if 
they could handle but ten per cent 
of the business they would become an 
important factor. 


GROWERS AND BUYERS IN IT. 
The organization, as it will start, 


contains both growers and indepen- 
dent buyers. The growers assert that 
they will put their fruit up at auction 
to try the new system and the buyers 
agree that they will be present to 
make bids. What will come of it no 
one ventures to predict, but a market 
price will be fixed on a new basis. If 
the buyers pay a big price for oranges 
in Los Angeles it will tend to bring 
other fruit in to be sold at auction. 
If the growers sell at a comparatively 
low price the buyers will naturally 
try to piace orders here which would 
tend to raise prices.

pany are J. F. Bumiller, W. P. Lett. 
William Hinkle, John Gowand and L. 
A. Banks. The capital stock is $100,-

Can Johnson grass be killed by 


spraying? 


This is a problem which is occu- 


pying the attention of A. R. Meserve, 
county 
horticultural 
commissioner^ 


and his deputies and inspectors, and 
extensive experiments now are be- 
ing conducted along this line to deter- 
mine if there is not some way of 
eradicating the pest. 


A mixture has been found which 


some contend will penetrate to the 
root and kill it when applied to the 
portion of the weed above ground 
by a spray pump, but Commissioner 
Meserve is determined not to com- 
mit himself to any chemical until re- 
peated 
experiments', prove that 
it 


will do the work. 


Johnson grass is the most per- 


nicious weed which infests the lo- 
cality. 
There is no known method 


of total eradication, and the best 
that, can be done to fight the pest 
is to keep it cut down. 
Its roots 


penetrate the ground to a depth of 
10 inches and more. 
, 


Stringent laws have been enacted

Soil Chemist Finds 


Unbalanced Condition 


The presence of too much magnesia 


in the soil, and a corresponding lack 
of lime, is responsible for the disease 
known as chlorosis, or mottled leaf, in 
citrus trees. This plain statement is 
the result of several years of close 
study on the part of several agricul- 
tural chemists in California, and th 
Argus has demonstrated this fact t 
satisfaction, through an investigation 
started by this paper several week 
ago. 
The report of Dr. R. R. Snow 


den. soil chemist of Los Angeles, wh 
began an analysis of the Covina soil 
several weeks ago, is now in pos 
.-f'SKion of the; Argus, rind shows fon 
fhisivc-ly that the ranches where mag 
?if-sia in the soil overpowers the lim< 
deposit, are afflicted to a greater ex 
it-iii with mottled leaf. That this has 
been demonstrated before in other lo 
ralities is partly a fact, but the analy 
-sis of Covina soils was made under 
more favorable conditions .than in 
other localities, and for this reason 
is practically conclusive from every 
standpoint. 


Dr. Snowden came to Covina several 


weeks ago. He took over 100 pounds 
of soil samples, from ranches in a 
radius of four miles of town. These 
ranches are producing both navels 
and Valencias. 
He visited one or- 


chard of Valencias that had been bud- 
ded over from old stock, which is the 
•worst exemplification of mottled leaf 
to be found in this valley. The trees 
are so badly affected by chlorosis that 
it is plainly noticeable from the road- 
side to the ordinary novice in citrus 


in this valley are now ordering lime 
in its many forms. 


While Dr. Snowden's report finds 


an excess of magnesia, the important 
feature is that it finds an insufficient 
Quantity of lime. This is the key 
note of the whole situation. It has 
been determined that all Covina soil 
is deficient in lime to a more or less 
extent. Where it is most deficient, 
there it is found that mottled leaf 
has attacked the tree, and the groves 
are not normally productive. 


This means that the soil in unbal- 


anced. It does not mean that the soil 
is dfpk-ted, except in this one in- 
gredient. It means that the rancher 
who is watering, fertilizing, and prac- 
tising general good care, may not be 
receiving results, simply because his 
lime deposit has been exhausted by 
the heavy lime-carrying fruit.

hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
advertising an article which has no 
basic worth. They don't do it. Hence, 
the confidence of the public in the 
advertised article. Hence, the univer- 
sal knowledge of the existence of 
this article. 


In all the manifold ramifications of 


the daily bread problem, there is no 
branch of it that deserves recognition 
as does the orange. The orange is 
not as essential to life as wheat, but 
it is as essential as the apple, and 
should be used 
as universally in 


cooking as is the apple. It is the mid- 
winter fruit leaven that the easterner 
may have on his table when all other 
fruits are but a memory as distant 
only as summer. 


What then, is the reason for this 


lack of education which gives us only 
a very nominal market for the or- 
ange? 'Pour years ago, the general 
superintendent of one of the trans- 
continental roads had nearly a mil- 
lion "dollars worth of' prunes-piled up 
in the warehouses in Chicago, dump- 
ed there because prunes were so 
cheap they could not be moved fur- 
ther toward the eastern markets. He 
asked 
the privilege of starting a 


prune campaign with a marginal pro- 
fit - to the railroad, and the country 
woke up to the fact that they could 
not peruse a newspaper or periodical 
throughout eastern United States with- 
out being confronted by alluring ad- 
vertisements of the California prune. 
They began to buy prunes. Natur- 
ally, they bought prunes. A man or 
woman who went a-marketing, saw 
an open box of prunes, where before, 
the eye had carelessly passed over 
this box. 
The world is so thickly 


settled that you can't shout nowadays 
without someone hearing you, and 
you can't advertise without the sure 
results coming back to you. 


There is a certain make of auto- 


mobile that is as familiar to every 
man, woman and child in this coun- 
try as are the W. L. Douglas shoes, 
and for the same reason. A breakfast 
food company possessed an adver- 
tising manager whom they were pay- 
ing $50,000 each year, the salary of 
the president of the United States. 
He was taken away from the breakfast 
food company by this automobile con- 
cern, the change being made through 
the medium of a higher salary, of 
course. The breakfast food manager 
didn't know the carburetter from the 
spark plug when it came to a ques- 
tion of automobiles. But he did know 
the advertising game. He took half 
of the capitalization of the automo- 
bile company and started a campaign 
in the newspapers and magazines. 
There was no question about the suc- 
cess of the publicity. 


And that is what is the matter with 


the orange market right at the pres- 
ent time. The people are consumers 
by chance instead of being consum- 
ers by steady habit. Because of this 
heavy crop in Covina and Southern 
California, the shippers are talking of

largely minus quantity, that you can 
buy in every cross-roads store in the 
United States, from Bhigham on the 
upper Kennebec in Maine to 
the 


fartherest reaches of the Hudson Bay 
trading posts and the mining camps 
of Alaska. Do you think they would 
find their way to every crevice of 
civilization if it wasn't that the ad- 
vertising managers make them a nec- 
essity by creating the necesity? Or- 
anges, on the other hand, have all the 
good properties of being honest as a 
product 
throughout. 
Nothing 
but 


apathy stands in the way of their be- 
coming a universal food. 


Recently the editor of the Argus 


took up the question of orange adver- 
tising with the manager of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers' Exchange, Mr. 
B. 
A. Woodward. 
The 
Fruit Ex- 


change is to spend many thousands 
this year in advertising throughout 
the middle west and the east. The 
manager 
says 
that 
the 
Exchange 


should spend more, much more. But, 
he intimated that the Exchange, be- 
ing a cooperative body and not an in- 
dependent, private concern, must re- 
ly on the judgment of its members in 
this matter as in everything else per- 
taining to the business. The mana- 
ger was glad to know the stand which 
the Argus was willing to take regard- 
ing further publicity for the orange, 
and hoped that the growers would 
come to see this matter in the same 
light. Gradually, providing the mem- 
bers give the authority, the amount 
of money for advertising will be in- 
creased by the Exchange. 


But the point to be considered is 


the fact that with the immediate ex- 
penditure of a large amount of money 
for orange advertising, results would 
be practically Immediate. Money is 
being expended in the Middle West 
at the present time for small adver- 
tisements regarding prizes in connec- 
tion with the purchase of Sunkist or- 
anges, the brand put out by the Fruit 
Exchange, but it is only a drop in the 
bucket to what should be done. Full 
page advertisements in the leading 
magazines, the costliest kind of 'ad- 
vertisement, is, in the estimation of 
this papery the most effective method 
of attracting the attention of and 
educating the public. 
These great 


magazines, 
the 
Saturday 
Evening 


Post, the 
McClure's, 
Cosmopolitan, 


Scribner's, Everybody's, Harpers, and 
a doxen others, go into hundreds of 
thousands of homes, some of them 
having nearly two million in circula- 
tion, and the point is, that these mag- 
azines go into a territory or territor- 
ies not reached in any other way. 
Every little village is flooded each 
week and month by the incoming 
standard magazines. Their prices for 
advertising are in big figures,' but the 
big returnes come back immediately. 
There is the splendid feature of the 
advertisement that can be displayed 
in three or four colors in these large 
magazines, genuine features of art. 
The orange 
is itself an 
aesthetic 


fruit. It lends itself to color adver- 
tisement. It is a clean subject to talk 
about, an alluring subject. Imagine a 
full page advertisement of California 
oranges, done in three colors, and 
you have something that is genuinely 
beautiful. 
Soap 
manufacturers 
are 


obliged to work in extraneous mater- 
ial in order to make their advertise- 
ments beautiful, but they succeed in 
doing it. How much more successful 
would California oranges be in maga- 
zine display! This is something which 
the Argus wishes you to think about. 
If you think about it seriously and 
.go about this work on a generous 
scale, orange property will Immediate- 
ly become more valuable, bare land 
will be eagerly desired, the demand 
for oranges will be greater than the 
suppuly all the season around, and j 
prices will remain good. Think about \ 
it. You may be asked to act.
